I'hxj minillo , v India penetration and line genius

Hr there tranf- 
larcd into French fereral oriental piece*, and 
foinc French books inro the oriental languages. 

I he life of the French king as far aa rtf??, 
and his esmpain in itfyi, which he pubJdh'd 
in Arabic, made a great noifo in thole coun* 
fm: every one was willing to have copy* 
ot ’em, and they were d.fpcrs'd thro a great 
. part oi the call. During las fray at Aleppo, 
rhe Hoar Dunont, French ccnfol in that city, 
made ufo of Him in carrying cn rhe kingr 
aHaus; as did afterward* lucdicun de Ncimcl 
V o t.

In the mein rime Mir Cmgin pitted the 
narrow fullage of Parhtun, and came dow n to 
Kedeflan with his army, which cmdillcd of 
valiant foldiers; and the neat morning lie rook 
horfc with the Can, and the princes Otadgia 
Itou, Setilmich, and others: they went near 
the camp of the enemy, gut upon a riling 
ground, and fhruftly slew’d the army of Ma¬ 
lt* Huflcin. After that Mir Canaan faid ,

** fen to encamp in, will foon be the caufc of 
“ the defeat of his army, for two reafons: one

lords, came down from the cminenre, almofl 
aflur'd of the viftory.’

arriv’d in the field of battel which Malck Huf* 
fetn I Ltd pitch'd on.

Ouloum Ccuji with a hundred and thirty 
hmfc, and Mamut Keli with a hundred and 
fifty foot, alfo offer'd their fcrvice to our phnee 
in Arfcf: he receiv'd ’em wittingly, anJ they 
had the fatisfaoinn to learn from his own mouth 
the adventures which had happen’d to him do* 
ring hi* able nee. 

I hey ilfo laving advice that Merrebdi Bemga 
Scldtct, their fworn enemy, lad fcrtifrfd htmfelf 
in Olatehou, immediately march'd towards 
this citadel to force it: but Chir Ekhram, Men- 
ghcli'a friend, warded off this blow by defiling 
Timur to let him go to him, under pretenre of 
perfuading liim to relent by ha icmonflranees, 
and even to bring him before him. The prince 
confemed to it, but Mcoghcli prefer’d flight to 
all other advice. 

About the fame time three hundred men of 
Doulin |iotui. dependent of Culm, w ho former¬ 
ly were in the fcrvice of Timur* relations, came 
to offer him their fcrvice. 

Tbcie troops very much firtngthen’d the two 
princes ; they departed from Arfcf for Souf, 
which is a defile of mountains, where Amies 
loo of Toumcn w« at tiic head of two hun¬ 
dred men, to favor the march of the cavalry 
of Bale : and this captain, being inform'd of 
the pood condition Tiimir and HuiTcia ww 
in f join'd thufc princes. 
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In the mean ^ahilc Tcrocuke was fenr with Chap. S. 
three perfom to the iron pate to gain inrvHi- 
gence; he arriv’d there -after having pafs’d the ri¬ 
ver Termed* and learnt that the army ofGctc 
was mir'd fram thence, having firfl ring'd all 
the country. Temouke ar this place met his re¬ 
lation*, who, after a thotifaxwl care lies, told h»m 
that hit wife and children were encamp'd in the 
neighbourhood, and they befought him very 
much to go and fee rhrmj but the generous 
Temouke ne fin'd to do fo. and brively m- 
fwer’d, rhar wJiea the mailer was driven flora 
his honfe, if was not decent that the femnt 
fbou'd enter hi*. 

Timur and Huflein departed from Souf with 
their little army, pafs'd the ftraits of Ghcz, and 
came inco the plain of Ohai Bouga. They 
there learnt that the princes Soliman Berlas, 

£ fpir Moufa, Yakou Berlas, Hcndouke Bellas 
and many others w ith their troops, hearing of 
the (urccfr of their affairs, had broke the 
peace with the Getes, m order to join them, 
and that they were already arriv'd at Termed; 
but to be mere particularly inform’d, they haf- 
ten’d Touian Bouga towards the Gilson, with 
order to march all night, and even to croft the 
rtrer. to learn news and to return forthwith. 

For their parr, they departed from Oliai Bouga, 
and enter'd into the country of Bale : here 
three princes their cnemvs, via* Aboufaid, (on 
of Taifcu; Mcngheli Bouga Scldm, w!»o had 
fled from the citadel of Olairhou to AhouUlu 
his (bn.in.law 1 and Haider’ Andkninii, were 
united, after having got toper her ft* the dnid 
men, with whom they dehgn'd to afaH our 
pnnccs. In lhort, they no fooncr heard eftf e 
arrival of the two pnnrei. th~n excitrd he 
hate and ambition, they march’d wit** ti«r:r 
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troops toward* their can\p, flopp'd on Uht blnrs 
at the mcrAb fiab, which (-paraicd the two 
camp*# and laid zmbafc^oc* m a*l the paikgcs 
in uur river

the arrival of hit friends. lie ittfenlihl) gain'd 
vVat time he had need of; and behav’d InmuJf 
fo ciromdiMstsly, with fcgardfo the match gt 
each, that tiw enemy \ army was oblig'd a great 
while to move along the tunic of the river near 
ti.c Ihaiti of Ghee to find a place fordable, with 
dcltgri to come to blow*; which, thro Timm's 
prudence, they wen; not obit to do till they 
came in fight oi the ciry of Bale 

Then the two partita rang’d ehvir troops in 
foclt maimer, that the mam body waa between 
the right and left wing, and the brook nam'd 
Abdiiia Uy between die two armvx Dtwmg 
tiicfo pep^radoiu, die prince*, who we fail 
before were near Termed, join'd our party t 
Tcmo’ttke mir'd alfo, ind gave advice of every 
Thing lie lud oliferv'd beyond the Gitan, a*

Tho combat began about ooon. anJ laliixj tail 
nigiir: Temouke m« tiangcruuilv wounded i 
guards and cent mein were fix'd in all place* coo** 
venrenc forwent* As form as day-light appear'd, 
the foidicrs.of both amiyt, on the (bund of die 
kcTtk-dnws pave a great taut, excited by 
a ddirc tbr Hptrtng Timur, with hie wonted 
inrrrpiiiiry, pris'd the bridge, ami fell upon the 
enemy, tho diciranny was much more munoruuf 
thin lu*5, and wholly compos’d of valiant frrf- 
diers.

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cnc mys, who cou'd nor withftand the bravery Chap.8. 
of oar prince, but lied with great conhifion 

After this victory Hudetn and Timur re¬ 
view'd their foldicrc, and found only twothon- 
fiud Lotfc i Timur referv ‘d one part to hunfclf, 
and with ‘cm went before tow ards the Gihon, 
vrltich he crofs'd at Termed in a bark; and al¬ 
ter iuving encamp’d on tlic bank of the river* 
lie feat fcouts to the iron gate of Coluga, who 
being Fatigu'd, fell ttkcp, mfomuen that Ajim* 
ru, younger brother of Bikidgck, unexpectedly 
came upon cm. with hit troop*. Timur, who 
rely'd on hit fcouu, wnatraiu of octfcing; and 
bis foJdicn w ere retting themfclvcs in thrir rent*, 
w hen, on a (udders, both rhe (coins and enemy 
arriv'd a; their camp. 

Our men had not time to rally, nor fix them- 
fclixs in order of battel to Oppofe die enemy: 
all they eeui'd do, aitcr abandoning their terns 
was to embark for retailing the river; vviulfl our 
Ivero maiuoin'd his ground with a h a ndf ul of 
brave men, and (laid in an tfle, where he lii- 
1:ain'd the cnemts attack, with more titan lui- 
nuu valor ; fa that lie gate time to his trends 
to crof* tiie river, and hehimfclf fenm billow'd. 

The two turtles remain'd a whole month in 
fight of cicu other, on each fide the river; 
and Timur lm me caus’d rise barks to be burnt, 
deputed at length lor Culm, oil the frontier* ot

The neat day the cncmys fewm knew, by the **** 
ir ^rU of the Itorfes feet, that troops had pak'd 
the river in the night. This report made the 
leaders of the cnrmp army look abrfut’em, and 
hinder'd their fighting that day. When nighc 
tame, Timur order'd nis men to approach 'em, 
and to light fires on die top* of the hill* round 
their army. This cad fear into the foldicrs of 
Gete, who imagin'd they were fumnmdcd by 
a numerous army ; they encreforc tied bur night Ffighs o* 
in d;(order without fighting: they dar’d not rty aw* 
cowards the bridge bceanfr of the five iitgulxd 
men polled there, and whom they believ’d in be

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BookI. more than ten ro one. It may be truly find, 

L/VV that the fire* kindled on the mountain* broko 
the general's meafurcs, and put a Hop to the 
foldiersi aJor, fincc the diiordcrs began amoni* 
*em from that rime. Aifoon as Timur perceivQ 
the eifcifi of hit ftratagem, he anjs down from 
the mountain like a torrent, and fell upon the 
enemy fword in fund * they ilew fo many cF ’em, 
that there were nothing lecn thro-ouc tlie field 
tmt dud body*: he purfu'd 'em as tax as the p’ain 
cF Hedgerat; and Mir Huflein, who amr'd 
with the rcil of rhe army, continu'd to male 
a terrible flaughrer of 'em. This defeat won¬ 
derfully encourag'd the foldiers of Timur and 
lluflcin, who encamp'd in that plain, while 
the renown of this vi&oty fpread it-Icif on ere* 
*7 fide, and gain'd Timur great reputation. 

He then decamp'd, and march'd with two 
thouCmd men to the iron gate, where tie nut 
tltc iuhabttamik of Keeh, and t-F the neighbouring 
plarct, who had fied From rlu; army ofrho Getts, 
anti came in multitudes to feel Idm, and im¬ 
plore his protection. Here Timur cbofe ttore . 
htmdtcd men to guild his peril*!, and order'd tho 
others to fin-, there. He then fent the EminSolt- 
mm Bertas, TJiou Bertas, Bchnun Gelair. GeU- 
leddin Bcrlaa, Scifrddin and Ydritrair, with two 
hundred of his guards towards Kech | ordering 
cm ro form four fqaadruns, and to Fallen on cuii 
fide their Jinfcs two long branches of trees well 
huTiilVd with leaves, that in drawing cm along 
they might rufc a great dull, They punc¬ 
tually executed this order, which had its de¬ 
bt d dk&; (or the gorernor cf Kerb, who tow 
f j murh duf: upon tint plain, believ’d there wa* 
a great army : this Itnicli a terror iuro him, xnd 
made him abandon the city; which Timur's mr.i

The band began in a place call’d Cabami* 
tan, by the enemy* skirmishes, who trolled in ^ -

If Timur charg’d the 
cncmvi with fo much fiiry at the beginning of 
the light, in the end be behav'd himfelf with 
greater bravery; for being fccondcd by his fol- 
diertj who were animated by hi* example, lie 
ntdi'd on tlie cncmys on each tidu, bearing dow n 
all before him: be at length drove dm lull rank 
upon the fecood, which cou’u nut fuftain the 
flrrngth of our men. encourag’d by die indefa¬ 
tigable valor of Timur.

Thole brave men who, according to Timur's 
order, went to the loot of the wills, fil'd theix 
ladders it the place agreed on ; arid fealing the 
walls, no fuord in ham) to the gate, where 
finding the guards drtmli and afieep m their mil- 
trelfcaamn, d*ey pm 'em all to the fwonl The 
Dervtfc Hoke broke the lock of the gate with his 
band*ax, and made way for Timur and hi* 
company ro emer j who order'd the trumpets to 
(bund, and the fbldicrs at the fame time to run 
to tiie coltic, whirb they did with great cryw 
This ftruck tenor into every one , 4 and the inha¬ 
bitants, who fufpected nothing, being awakd 
by the noifeot the trumpets, thought there was 
an earthquake, cr that the day of judgment was 
came. I imur, by hit good«mda£r, made him- 
fclf maficr of the city, while the noopi fei/M 
on the caAie, where they took die fon of the 
Emir MouiTa.pnfooer with alt his domefticii, 
whom they bound, and caft into pcifons and pitx. 
Mchcuied* Bci, fan of the Emir MoulTa, who 
afterwards was a confederate with Timur, be¬ 
ing then very young, directions were given for 
concealing him, in order to his efcape* that 
when he (hon'd get to his father, hit armr might 
be intimidated, and difpcjlc. He went Hut 
fame night to his father; but the army did nnc 
difpcTfe, as was capeded, bccaufc the Emir 
MouiU feat immediately to Malck Bchsdcr, to 
give him notice of the city'# being futpm'd. 
Tlicfe two princes join'd their troops, and about 
noon bcUcu’d the city with uoooliorfe. The 
Emir Moutla, who was of the liouCa of Taidgut, 
pofud himlclf before the gate of die city, and 
Alalck Hchader encamp'd with die troops of

'Hie Emu Mua:d Etiat made • ully, b u!m -“ 
he w as the thirtieth man* and fell duuniil) upon 
die befiegers fwerd in hand, b this notwvunaef 
lie fought with fo great Alor, thit, ill a manner, 
tie eclips'd the great exploits of Rouhetn and 
Es&uuur 1 x he took iut> Wfes from the enemy, 
after haring kilTd the riders, and brought ’em 
info the city* fighting all hta way back. 

In the mean while Durke Echadcr^ wlu> 
the enemy* Allowing die example of fortune, 
who lud turn’d her back upon cm, tame into 
the city* and (bbmitted to 1 imur. 

Tlus prince had refodv’d the ffone day to ulW 
out, and to make his cncmya feci the iircngtaet 
liii arms, but the Emir Sciieddm, who was 
Nltll'd in afireJogy. ami predicted firangc things 
L gcomaney, itpFtfcfitcd to him diax it was 
■not adtilablt to undertake any dung that day, 
beratJe the hour of mne the next morning wood 
be more fortunate : hi* adv ice was takeo, and 
die tally was pot off till next morning. On ebe 
befiegers fide Tiaektchi Bchadcr approach’d the 
gate with two hundred men, who created their 
lauces and bucklers in token of detunce; lor 
which rtafon they kept watch ail rngfct in that 
pofis but m die morning Ehchi Bouga ai»d 
Akitmur let down the bridge, tally ki out u;ui 
fifty inert, and fword in hand fell upoo the be- 
fiegerfi, cf v hntn they made a terrible Ilaughter,

On thr enemy v lide Tapi Boug.1 came to the 
atnrk with fword in lund , Iwr Aliinnur dop'd 
hr*pjflage, ami unhwi'd him. 

Among the cavalry of rite Emir hiouiia there 
Wto u young Uxbce t exceedingly eouracconi, or 
either raih. vho llready imagin'd hinilelf acon- 
fidet able per fon? he njrpar’d for the battel, took 
in lit* hand a great war-club, ami advanc’d ro 
figrtili/c iiimfcif by feme eminent action. 
Cazan Bouga boldly oppos’d him, and tell To 
ccxtcroully upon the young man. that he was 
not able to defend htmfcif, whitft Uenghi cut 
himrrofs thr body with hts Iword* 

'The Emir Sir Brntga and EJrchi Bebader 
fought briskly near the gate: they cnnrinually ter 
fly a Ihovcr of arrows on the enemyt, and fo 
terribly grat'd ’em. that vidrory declar’d hcrfclt 
for the befreg'd. Fear gor pcflcflion of the cnc- 
mp heart*, w ho, to cfcapc the more expedi- 
tioufly, thing away their Large bucklers, call'd 
Tteira; and covering their heads w irb their little 
fhtcfds, retir’d into the retrenchments they hid 
nude x but our men pnrdi’d ’em, and droix ’em 
beyond their flxndinh, that they ctmM not (arc 
themfelvo; And fn they ded as well a$ they were 
able into rite fuburbs. 

A body of a hundred men of the enemy, com¬ 
manded by Toufccl, ailaulted the city on rho 
other fide; and their foot ply’d their arrow s 
with fo much de xte r i t y , that they con/train'd 
ottr Told ten to retire: hit Timur fallv'd out 
with fifteen hnrfc only, ahd infpir'd frrfh cou¬ 
rage into his <nsen.

The good fortune of Timur, 
join'd with the (car ot the eranyi, earn'd the 
tin it Mouila, who wn thd principal author ct 
this war, entirely to foifoic hi* reputation by 
firing with the Icvrn rhjnfand bork be com¬ 
manded* tho bo wai refilled only by a a lunJtul 
of men, but who mdceU u em the moll ntbat m 
all Atia. HitfaULiet* u tre routed.and cifpcn a ; 
fo that there remain’d only M^kk IWnderv 
who flood hit ground before the gate ot L oaar 
with fire thoound men ot the itulata of the 
Coronal. Wherefore Tunut march'd againfttem; 
but Makk no (boner perceiv'd him than being 
Icia’d with four, Ivc eafi away his butkltm. 
ami fled into the campUtGonbcdluh- li- 
tnnr purfn'd hunt and Maink obfcnrmg at u 
di donee the cavalry of tliis prince, loll all Ini con- 
u'.ic. and fled again from that place-, while hit 
troops difperi’d- One can fcarrdr believe mm 
capable of filch intrepidity as to attack twelve 
thou fond hortcy inurd to war, and etcitrdrUy 
a defirc of reveogo, wirhooly two hundre d lur- 
ty three fiddlers: it is true indeed, the Urtet 
louulit onlv to attain glory* Thai Timur, u*ro 
the affifUnce of hdrea, toofc a city and a tur- 
treU in two days and two nights only*, made 
(laves tif part of his enemy*, pdlag’d their gor.ua, 
and mrircly defeated 'em. • 

The fbldicrs ot Timur ennch d thenfletrel 
with tho tpcils of the enemyi, whom they*pur 
fu'd to a creat difiaocc. 1 hnur order d the prm-

T H £ Emir Hnflern behead Boeara, which 
was at rirfl vigoroufl) defended by AU and 
Mamurr iu; who, after having caus'd the troops 
that were in the fuburbs to enter the dry, 
give marks of their valor in a fatty from the 
gore of Kelibid, where they briskly repuls’d 
die believers, who, chic they might furpriic 
’em, pretended to fly a* fir as the comb of 
the Samoa Scifeddin Hacrczi. Tbefe men nor 
being skill'd in rhe arc of war, and imagining 
the enemy fled in camcft* purfo\J cm with 
their Kings, axes, and other arms j bur as they 
advanc'd, Huflcin rolly'd his croons, whodroro 
them back as ft? as the pares or the city, kil¬ 
ling a great number, whflft the reft with diffi¬ 
culty efcap'd, and Blueing away their bowa 
and arrows, bin themfeitres in holes and gra¬ 
naries. Aii and Mamucclu wou'd i»*rc railed 
f fame 
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Book I. fome fioldiers tu defend the city; bat tliry 
(✓WJ cou’d nut do ir. Wherefore being oblig'd to 
fiy during the night, they cook tht read W 
Macan, very rou^Ji. troubled at their not being 
able to obey Tinjur** orderly which wou’d have 
been ranch more to their credit 
The Emir HnOein fern mat in pjrfuit of 
’em, a* far a* the Gihem, who flew ilmcil 
all of cm. and mole pofleflhin of their bag¬ 
gage. With erea? difficulty Ali and Mamutrua 
lately pair'd the Gilmn w ith feme of their fcr- 
vaau(hey went thro the dciut to Mervu, 
and at length had list honor to fee Timur at 
Macan, of wliom they begp'd pardon lor their 
fault. Timur gave them horftU and tuninurc, 
and took 'em again into hii ferric*. 

Thus the Emit Liullcin made himtidi mailer 
of Docirn, where fie flaid feme tune; then 
leaving the Emir Calil w itii fomc other Emirs 
and good troops to guard the city* he return'd 
to Soliferai. 

In the mean while, Timur learnt that Nike* 
pcicha, to whom he had given tho government 
of Amouyc with its dependences, had beiuv’d 
Hrmfclf as an enemy, and nor only ungratetully 
feu'd all rite foliiieis who wou'd have lillcd 
thcmfclves in Hji fcrucc, Inn iiad even Hopp'd 
his douidHtkf*. This news pur Timur in a 
paffion; wherefore he departed that mq'nt by 
the road of Toartghul v. itb lix hundred men, 
and arriv d at the Gihen, when the rircr »a« 
overflown and extremely rapid- He juipfrtlf 
look'd out tor a parlape, and at Icngrh chafe 
that which is at the foor of the mountain of 
Bowndalie, and order'd the Emirs to go down 
lower on the banks of:hc river, wnb four him- 
drvd horfe. This prince, follow'd, by twenty 
men, enter'd into cho river a: nine a-clock in 
# 
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the morning and fwaro till half an hour pall ChapiS. 
twelve before tfen got ta the other bank; dwy 
then march'd ail nighr, ami neat moruing found 
thcsifdve* at die town of Amooyc* where Ni¬ 
ke pcicha was. Hus governor being raiiaur, 
a good Itorfeman, and dexterous at the bow* 
put himfdf iua poflurc of defence: but his in¬ 
gratitude was foul to him, for on his Aliening 
his firfi arrow, the firing of hi* bow broke, 
and the arrow fluck in die buckler of Catai 
Ikhadcr* who* with Durke, foU immediately 
on bhn, and bound hii hands behind his back: 
wherefore one may well fay, that hw treafon 
lud ffum the cord with which he was bound. 

Timur order'd barks to be brought from rho 
other fide the rircr, in w luch die pemeef crofs’d 
with the four tiundrcd men. 

About the fame time Timurriurd advice that 
the army of the Coronas was encamp’d in die 
neighbnurboed of Bocara: whereupon this 
prince being refolv’d to attack them, departed 
thence, march’d all night, and met 'em in a 
place call'd Brnnas-; the two armyi fought with 
extreme vigor t till at lafi the advantage foil 
on oar fide; for the Emir CaHJ general of the 
Coronas was ax length vanquilb’d. 

After this expedition the viftorious Timur 

S fi’d die Gibon, and encamp’d a whole month 
a place nam’d the hill of Caraoul, where 
art wells and cifienu ; titan thence lie went to 
Mstan, where, focn after his amvii, lie put 
ni&Vi Nikepcidu for his ingratitude.

Thefe remonffriinct* were follow'd liv a 
dream of Timur, which at length earn'd in 
him a rcfolntibin to male peace. This prince 
dreamt that eh* Sihoo was cvetflown, and 
that he was frt cm a plank of wood on tlx: wa¬ 
ter; that fie fen down on his face, and pray'd 
without imermiOitm to be deliver'd from the 
danger he u as in : that his furprite made dim 
fwoon aw ay, and that w hen lie was return’d from 
his fwoon, lie found himfclfon cite bank of the 
river towards Samar rami, from whence, look* 
Irtg behind him, he perceiv’d a boi Heroin fca. 
Whet) he a wal'd, hr inrrrprctcd the dream after 
this manner: he imagin'd die fca fignily'd an 
army, and that the deliverance he found m gee- 
ling on the bank of the river Towards Samar* 
cand, ftgndy'd rhar his dctircs wou'd be accom¬ 
pli Hi ‘d in rhar very [dace* 

All thefe reafons oblig’d him to change hii 
refofutions, and ro defpile the aiffHancc he ct- 
peded from Gctc: he was entirely refulr'd ott 
a peace $ but he thought chat if he made ufe of 

a 
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a mediator to it. it B'ca\l take up too much Clup^i. 
time to canva£s tlsc reasons cn both tides, and >"W* 
to keep up she right of rich; tfiar the bulincfs 
uou'd be long in hand, and i: »u better he 
fhou’d go himfclf to find th» Emir MuiUin j 
that it wou'd be more convenient to have x con¬ 
ference together in relation to the dirtercuee be¬ 
tween 'em, bccaufv they woo'd (boner agree on. 
the articles o( peace. h'or that pnrpofc be lent' 
to Huflein art officer whom he coo’d ctroiidc 
in, call’d Pcnrchcnbc, to let him know hi* 
defign; and at length our joiner departed in 
perfon to rtcularc his atiiin himfclf accord¬ 
ing to bisexmotn. In tire mean while the Emir 
Moufli and Otatfeu Itoo came to meet Timm* 
on the prt of HulTein, to ask pardon for all 
that had nail: they renew'd their autient frhmd- 
Ihip. and Timur* did Emir Moafia the hooor 
to embrace him. 

After the prcliminarys w ere fettJed, the peace 
wras conchnicd, and rhefc pnn.es disbanded 
their antsy. They regal'd each oritur with fe- 
veral dnerfiom, ami then they return’d home. 

Timur took the road to Kceb, and arriv'd at 
thar agreeable country, wltcreall the grandees 
came to kift his feet, and receiv’d him with 
all Imaginable civility*. He found *r Kceh all 
forts of fatisfa&iuo and liappinefc, and the peo¬ 
ple of this kingdom were extremely over-joy'd 
to poffifsio peace a prince fo dear and valua¬ 
ble to ’em.

to defend thcmfdves with bravery, andfortifr'd 
the citadel. J 

Our army attach'd the place on every fide, 
and gave many affauft*; rhe hcficgVf vjgo- 
roufiy dc tended diemfcltes finom the top of their 
wdls, tailing great qnanrirvs of Hones, and

Timur employ'd all his cuuragr in fnbdufrtg 
the enemy, which lie fo cifatually perform'd, 
that he took from 'em all hopes of fa fay; but 
thro his own and Uil foldicrs courage a great 
many of his bra re officers were flam.

Timur told the Emir HidTcin that he tetfc 
the fame road as his uncle, and that a prince 
of fo great a foul is hirnrtll fhou'd not be guil¬ 
ty of a like fault, after fuch an example had been 
given lum. . ; 

Tho the Emir Hxdfcin approv d of I imur s 
counfcl as very lit to be taken, and at Miron 
him thro pore friendihip, yet he did not follow 
it, but was rcfolv'd to put his defign to occn- 
rion.

Huflein return'd w ith the Can to Salifcrri. 


CHAP. XXV. 

Tt7"*r returns from Btdskth**. 

W HEN Timur lud advice flar the Cheik 
Mebemed Devon Seldm and Kei Cofru 
were fo mil u to nuke * xr on Huflein, he rook 
horfe and departed from Bedikehan: and as 
every one forttLiw that riftory always accompa- 
ny'd the flandani of that prince, the rebel* wrote 
him a letter, in which they re e ve lea ted the 
I a ciufe 
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BooV Y. caulc of their difiwmcnt, and beg’d uiBftinec of 

L/VNJ him. This Idler was intercepted by the Emit 
Huifctn* of which Timur luid advice. when 
he was arrir’ti at Arhcnlt, lie had a conicrcnce 
on the bank of the river w ith the Emir Mullein. 

* Jva teilify'd his joy an feeing him, and obferv'd 
cn liis tide all the erremony* which were tokens 
of a kind reception. Timur, bccaufc nr cite 
fricaddiip they had renew'd and confirm’d by 
catlu* expected that :ho Emir Iludcin wou’d 
fhew him the letter of the princes, and not con¬ 
ceal hisdefign; bccaufc die difeovery of * feerrt 
is a token of finccricy: but finikin did not 
anfwcr iiis expectation, w Inch nude him jealous. 
Hc was no fooner got to his palace, than three 
per font came to him, who told him that the 
Emir Huftcin had refoh’d to fuTprixe ami feiae 
on him. AH this was confirm’d by a private 
perron, to whom tire Can Adel Sultan had writ, 
that the Emir Hufiein had order’d the Emir 
jUoufla to watch an opportunity to feire oo Tir 
imir; which letter be bruughr with him. Tlio 
thefe cirtumflantes increas'd his jtutoufy, yet be 
had fo great a fault that he took no notice 
'em, and acted as he had dene before. 

All thefc nulls of Hufi’ein's bafenefa, confirm’d 
by fo many circumAaiaccs, did not aituttiih Tr- 
mnr: he conceal’d tht$ letter, imagining that if 
Huftcin Itad am defign to betray him, he wuu’d 
have done it at their firil interview. u II the 
41 Emir Moofla, /nr hr, able to feiae me t And 
“ can a fox make a I ion his prey >" ; # 

After he had banith’d from his mind all thole 
thoughts which might give him any ddeontcot, 
he took boric, and went to find finikin, to 
know of Idm the truth of thefe rumon. He 
met him on her (cluck on the bank of the GHion: 
and as he w as abcu; to fpcali to lum, there came a 
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bark from the other tide *of die warer, rmt of Chan.**, 
which there fuddcnly fiepr forth a nun, who 
whifjpcr'd to Huflein, M The encmv ts near, 

" the array mud he gotteidy.” Htnfein, upon 
hearing rhft news, thought the brH ysff to 
overrome the rttemy wood be to fend Timur 
againlt Mm. He told him of it, and inftamty 
: -.r him to croft the nrer with his troops.’ 

Trmnr did as he ddiT\l,* and wlicn fie had 
overtaken the fronts, he put the army in order 
of band ; but the cncw}* had no fooiier heard 
of tf« ifrivdl of 1be -great 'Trmnr, than they 
turn'd their backs ami fled. Kei Cofru toon 
tftc toad to Cair I elm,'ami thence to At’af, 
whithot he was pttrfuM byZendckacham ; and 
rf»e Chetk Mahcmed Bcyan 5 c! du* iled coZizi, 
towards Cogeudc, to which place Timur pur- 
fu’d him 1 but cho Chtfik croft'd the Sihon, and 
fled toward? Tachkunt and Otrar: wherefore 
Timor, full of glory, immediately return'd to 
Kcch, where he ordinarily redded; whihl every 
j»Utc fccho'd* forth the rumor of hit n&ary. 

When HuQcrn had provided againit the in- 
fulr* of Mwenetnyr* he departed from Arhenk ro 
Bale, where he chofc the eaflte of Hendmun 
fur his rcfidencc. 


CHAP. XXVf. 

U Jean* rupture Let*t/m Ttmur tni Huffel*. 

W HEN God defignt 1 thing, he difpofrs 
the caa/ct, that whatever he hath re- 
folvM on may come to pal*: thus he deiiifl r 4 
the empire ot Aft* to Thniir and hia poft«tfc)\ 
bocaufr he foprfaw the mildneft of Ilia govern- 
J 1 near;

The Mina Mtrait Chah haring advice of 
thtfc difonlen, fen: with aJi expedition rhe 
Emm Scifcddin and Atbouga with fnmc rroops 
to Herat, and liimfdf mardi'd thither after- 
wards with an army. 

When the Emin arriv'd, the Court* advanc'd 
to repulfc cm, and gave 'em battel ac the end 
of the flrect of Kiitavan; bar they were defeat¬ 
ed, and many of ’em flain Some of ’em fled 
in:o the city, and dispers'd themfeives during 
night; and as the Mina Miron Quh arriv'd 
about that time, hif troops drew their fwnrds 
to chaiiifr this rabble, and flew 1 fo great a 
number of ’em, that they built a very high 
tuwer with their heads, as an example tor the 
future to fed iticms perfom 1 . 

When the emperor heard of Hits news, w hich 
was brought him by the Mirea Miran Quh, he 
garcorden that Malek Cayifrddin, who was 
imprifoa'd in the tbrtrcls of Sanurrand, his 
brother Makh Mthemed, hiagrandfon the Emir 
Guurl, and Ali Bci Youn Garbani, fhou'd be 
all put to death.

A T the beginning of rhe fpriiig Timur fet 
out tor Sultania ; and iu the mean while 
bird Adel, one of the gTeateft lords of the 
eoerr of Cheik Avis, whom Oiaii Chupi had 
bnmght from Sulrama, was fummon'd 
by the empeTOt to court, being then in the fer- 
vice cf Sultan Zeift Elabcddin, fon of Club 
who died in the year of the Hegira

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IT. Ihifn. Chab Chaj* * It is pity (o great a nun 
iit Club Chuja (hon'd die. 

Timur, as a lingular favor, order'd tbit lord 
co be oear hi* pcrfnn ; who to obey this or¬ 
der, departed from Chiraa w ith expedition, to 
jiayc the honor to liif* tlu: carpet of the throne , 
where he was no former arriv'd, than he was 
diftitt&uilh'd by Kite emperor** goodoefs, and 
favor'd with many prcfcars; brinks which Ti¬ 
mur gave him the government of the province 
of Sultania, and the coontrvs dependent upon 
it, after having order'd Mehemed Sultan Chah 
to leave him io thofc quartets with an army, 
that he might male himfclt maficr of the 
nciunbmirmg country*. 

An.TVj*n. After rhis expedition, w hich was in the year 

of the Hegira 767, and in the year <d the Leo¬ 
pard, Timur returning from^ Sultania, Udett 
with the glory he haa acquir'd by hix victory, 
enter'd into the mountains of Rulicindar. The 
jt^inect otrhis country not only had not firenetli 
to refill Him, nor prudence enough to come be¬ 
fore Timur,- hut they tough: lately by flight 
before the army arriv’d there. By this means 
the country wax brought in fubjoSlgn to Ti¬ 
mur, and his officers caGly made ihcndclvcs 
marten of ir i the troops pillag'd it on all tides, 
and tint faldicrs wereenrich'd with the booty. 

The iimir Veli, who was retir'd into a 
place turn'd Yaloui, was fo terrify 'd at this ac¬ 
tion, that he fled, and our vtfrvrious emperor 
turn'd upon the towns of Amol and Saryc, 
with detign to ttuiic lutnfcl! matter of them, 
as foon *> be coo'd come at 'em by the w ay of 
the mountains of Codicil an. But Setd Kema- 
leddin and Scid Raaieddin, who were the 
princes of ihefc places, to five rheinfclrcs from 
the erii which threaten’d 'em, feat rlictr N*** 
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bOj that it, their lieutenants, with prefcnts ofChijMi, 
|*rccioii* ft ones and gold ctaft, to Jiv at the 
Icct cf the crnptjuii with a eonfidmhlc tribute 
to be paid him. fo that by their Jumrcniiite be¬ 
ing admitted id tike a4 oath r>F fidelity to the 
emperor, they coin’d gold mutty which they 
honor'd with the name and ftmame of the in- 
vfndbte Timurs atid to rzifc hi* glorya$ high 
at they were able* tlicy nude prayer* fer hjm 
in all the moftjues of iharcounirv At length 
Timur commanded ’em to obey Lehman PadJ“ 
cfoa, to whom ho had grren the prfnrfpaifty of 
f'ler Ahad* rbit fa he might oblige W to 
tirefcn'c their fidelity and aheJicute* and not 
undertake any thing w hich this prince fholi’d 


nor approve.

They repuls'd our troops with rigor, 
and defended thcmfclvcs courigeonrtyfbr eight 
days: but at length the army of Focittnich 
Can, being more numerous than that of the 
befieg'd, nude it fdf waiter of the town ; and 
tiki Emir Vdi, with Mahmoud Calcali, rted to 
thf country of Calcal- The Can’s army pil¬ 
lag’d the place, and escrch'd all imaginable 
cnicltys and abumiuarions ! the defulation was 
tumcrial, and all the riches, crtaiurcs, and ra¬ 
rity s, which lud been anufVd there during a 
great many years, were confumM in lefs than 
li\ days in tliis dreadful pillage. Alrcr the 
army had entirely fciVd on tins boon’, and 
bound all die llavcs, it return’d before the w in¬ 
ter w as jufl, by die way ic came. 

The emperor having advice of this dor illa¬ 
tion, was incens’d at the riolcncc and tyranny 
which lud been exercis'd againll the Mudul- 
mans; in die mean time, he refold'd to con¬

I N the year of the Hqjiri 788, which an-An. iw 
fwm to that of tlxo Hare; Timur having t ^ 
rcfolv'd to make war in Iran, caus'd orders 
to be ptibliili'd, thar the Tavackis 4 fhntfd 
get togetixr, with all expedition, the troops of 
the army, and rhac rite (oldiers of all the pro¬ 
vinces, with their officers, fhould come immedi¬ 
ately to court. 

This royal order was every where executed, 
and the army being in a condition to depan, 

Timur min’d the Emir Solyman Otah, the fan 
of t>aond, and the Emir Abbas, with two n- 
thers, whom he left at Samarcand, to govern 
the empire of Tranfoxiana in his abfenre. 

The anperor having croft’d the Gihtm t Hap¬ 
pily arrir'd at Firo* Couh, after many days 
man h ; and then Seid Kemakddin, prince of 
Sari, fent his fon Seid Cayafeddin to court, witf,

and march'd with ail expedition to Lortlbn. 
At foen at he was arriv'd there, he caused 
OuiYHtdgurd and the neighbouring places to be 
plunder'd; and at length he made nimfclf maf- 
ter of Comm Abad, a fbrcrcGi ahnnff impreg¬ 
nable, whither the robbers of that country w ere 
retir'd. He caus'd it entirely to be ru'd, 
and the greateff part of 'em being taken, they 
were (lung headlong from the tops of the moun¬ 
tains.

But Sultan Ahmed hearing 0* hR march, 
was nor willing co wait Ids coming, bur fled, 
and made hade to Bagdad.

When they had 
overtaken his army, he was fo rcrrlls’d, that 
abandoning his led-hoifcs, baggage, and all his 
furniture, ne fled; and is fbou zs onr foId»er« # 
had fufficiendy pillag’d hi$ baggage, they made 
the great cry Sooroun, and return’d. 

In the mean while Lltai O^ja, ion pi Chalk 
All Bchader, hating march’d by N-d*chiran 
w ith a (null number of horfc; found Ahmed in 
S 4 
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Boolt II. the £»!c-fiti of NmecTar, wlierc thu Sultin, 
r-uifiicxl by fever aJ troops ttralc a brave rt- 
tiftcncc, by which many were w ounded on both 
tides, Ehas Coja himfeif receiv'd a wound, 
which diUbted him; and this accident fav'd 
Ahmed from the danger his life was in ’Phis 
captain's wound, join'd witlt his bad ccnftitu- 
don, caus'd in him a violent diftemper, which had 
hill'd him. if the good fortune which always 
attends Timur's officers, had not favor'd his 
recovery; and at length he was heal'd, except 
that he remain'd lame, the diftemper being got 
into his foot- 

On this oeca/ion there were many maflacm

many captives, that all the country wasfurpru'd 

llie Emir Mchemcd Bci, and the Emir 
Mau(Ta ( alfo brought their troops into the country 
of Acdgvb, and made thcmfelvcx mailers of it t 
and Timur ar the head of a vi&onous army 
earn'd the fiaisdard of the holv war which lie 
undertook, to be fix'd at the foot of mount AI- 
burz, where lie made known the puritv of his 
intentions, and the Arength of his faith, by 
hymns and p films, which he fung to the prune 
of God, in token of the triumphs of the muflal- 
man religion, and the deli ruction of that of the 
infidels. 

The Emirs at length return’d, after they had 
fully executed thetr cumnuilkm, by the conqudl 
of the cofiles and towns of the infidels, the 
gresrefl pare of which were razed, for the ehaf- 
tifemcnr of their diforders, and by the booty 
which they brought away. Thefe generals 
join’d the imperial camp in a place nam'd Cabale, 
or Cambale. They alfo made chcmfclves ma- 
ficrs of the red cafttc, and rx2cd it: from 
thence they came to Canbagh Surcab *, from 
whence the army march'd to encamp cn the 
banks of the river Cor f, over which they 
built a bridge, which was carry’d on by the 
mram of floats of reeds and little fricks, which 
the emperor had order'd to be made.

THc had a conference with this prince concern* 
ing the mahutneran religion, inrited him to be 
a Muifulman, and gave hifh a thou&nd good rca- 
ftms to pcrftudc him to it; and he commturica- 
ted to him fo much light in relation (o the law of 
Mahuract, that thro a fpceial grace, that of the 
vocation enter'd into his mind, which had been 
htrherto full of darknefs. in fhort, Ipocrarcs 
outtted Itia error, and turn'd MuiTtilnuo. He 
declar'd there was no other god than Gad, ojuI 
that Mahomet was not limply a man a others, 
but that he w as else envoy of God, and die fcal 
of the prophets: and in fine, having conielVd 
the divine unity, he was rank’d among the true 
Mahometans. 

I his man had a coat of mail, which was re¬ 
ported to have been that which the prophet 
Dai id had forg'd in a finitb's fhop, and which he 
fiad made proof of by fcvcral times looking and 
dying it \ 

Hr presented rhi* piece to Titmzr, with other 
curiohries remarkable for rlieir antiquity. This 
monarch receiv'd ’em, and not only permitted 
him to be oi the number of bis favorite*, but 
thro the seal which he had of winning over to 
him the hearts of others, he permitted him ro 
return home, after having honor'd him withfc* 
vcral prefencs. All this good treatment from 
Timur, ua* the cattle that mod part of the 
people of this kingdom embrac'd the tnahomcran 
religion.

His death wit tbllowM by that of Hcrimnlc, 
fen of Yadghiar Berios, an llluflrious nun. as 
well for his birth, for he was a relation ot Ti¬ 
mur, as his merit, being of the mort valiant 
men cf that age- Tlic tomous Ramadan Cuja, 
and the celebrated Mdicmet Erlat, were a ifd 
(lain rh this fight: thefe were the grcateil can- 
tains Timor lud. On this fid accident, the 
army cl* Tocatmirh Cm wai compar'd ro a 
lamp which is goi out, and which, as its 
foil efibrr, calls a light greater than ordinary 
in the room it is in.

Tbt taking of 1 hr town of Tetrtt 

A FTER the mluitirai of Bagdad, die 
merchant* and travellers predated peta- 
tirmi to Timur, importing that in the neighbour- 
toed of Bag<Ud there u«.\ a place call’d Trent, 
which for ftrength was cftcem'd imprcgni- 
fcdr. and had drawn rhitiicr a great number of 
foidxra, who had (ortif)*d thcmfdvc* in due 
rock, ami when caravan* pafs'd by that place, 
pillag'd 'em, and efpccially thole (4 Egypt and 
Syria, which were the richcft ok any : they 
likewife allur’d him that battering-ram* and o- 
tl»cr machine* cou’d do no harm to this place i 
that the iniulntants were not fatutv’d warn rob¬ 
bing, butt hat they murder’d the padengen; and 
•hat till thi* rime no prince, how power ml foc- 
ver, has been able to put a flop to thefr difor- 
dcri. For rhefe rcafnns Timur conceiv'd chit 
the redutxioa of this place, and the ruin ok ihcfe 
villains, woo'd goon nim a treasure oi merit in 
the other world, and great honor even ui this. 
He therefore erdcr'd Burhan Actrit, IiirSouli, 
GclaUumid, Chamelic. and Stud Coji. to march 
toTecrit, and block up the place i which they 
accordingly did. Timur diflributed amurgtlic 
Emin and foldten die mnnv which hid been 
collected from the inhabitants of Bagdad iur 
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Boofclll preferring their lives; and left at that place tfie 
L/W Emir Ofman Abbas, svho had been wounded in 
a. hkirmilh at Kcrbcla, giving him forapcnlicro 
i tfiotiund Omars Gopeghf a day, which he 
gcncroufly faid was to pay the furgeon. After 
this he departed tTom Bagdad die twenty fourth 
Nct. ii. of Zilhadge 795, to encamp at the tomb of Cheic 
*393* Behloul, whore he pny’d thbSinton to inter¬ 
cede with God lor the ndtory. Timur hat* 
ing fern Mirra Chtroc with the fcouts, march'd 
all the following day, rmfsM the Tigris, and 
lay on the bank of the river: the neat day ho 
am* 'd at a great lake, where he encamp'd. On 
the morrow he went to Anna ami the day 
Nor. *7. after to l.ejanna» The firftof Muhamm 79*5, 
he came rathe town of Hadri | the following 
night he encamp’d at Bctulafar, and the neat 
morning he went for GIhtt Setaai. lwhtswiy 
thithet a lion being perceiv'd in the wood. Ti¬ 
mur rtfofoM to chxur tbefe wild beads, which 
abounded mthis country; for which rcjfon the 
wood uas foTrounded, and there came nut live 
lions, which fur foully prepar'd their claws and 
teeth to kill the hunters, whom they fiercely

T IMUR again left the body of the army, 
to march to the fortretfc* df Coula and 
Taous in Georgia, which arc Inhabited by the 
faxue people as thofc in mount Albura, and who 
can retreat into Hrong place* fiuiatc «« Uccp 
moirmains, thepaftages to which ate aimed «fl* 
mrectfible. They are fo very fteep tlvat one ts 
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daaricd hi looking upon cm. and cfpectaUy cltat 
of T«oufc which « on ri \c ridge of a high 
moantain, and fe fo very high, that the mJl 
ekiifui trebe* can't hi tit with bis arrow * which 
v n ihc reafon rlut no one had ever before at¬ 
tempted tire taking uf iu Timur order'd die

Seven! on this <x- 
raiicm hid the honor of martyrdom r but rite 
other*, encourag'd an much by 'a motive of ftU- 
uion ai by the glory ot dying in the ftuvjce cl 
the great I’rninr, took She plat e of rile Ihin, ami 
advanc'd with an extraordinaryrefotiitiun. And 
ai the whole army were continual!) muuntinytho 
ladders, and dciceading before the place, the 
beliegM left courage, and con'd not hinder our

the mount Albura, and being encamp d at Abila, 

tljcy at length fdx’d on Ourareou, whom they 
brought before the emperor, who order’d him to 
be bound, and loaded with chi ins. ujc tol- 
diets pillag’d all the habitations of this great 
and famous mountain, of which they entirely 
made thcmfelvcs mailers.
